And when Moſes 
in Exod 32. z2, doth in his zeale for 
Iſrael, ſay thus to the Lord, I pray tbee, 
raſe mee out of thy Booke, Which thou haſt 
written ?

to Eternall lie? 

If he reply, theſe places and many 
moe doe teach neceſſarily Eteroall life, 
but his meaning was, that the phraſe of 
Eternall life, was not vſed of Hoſes. * 

Thereto I anſwere : fo, the Sadducie 
may denie all the artificiall tearmes of 


Diuinity, which the Prophets, Apoſtles, 


& all haue introduced in the wiſedome 


of Gods ſpirit. And ſo he may carpe at 
all Religion, & at euety mans writing; 


contending about T earmes, till he haue 
forgotten the thing and matter it ſelfe. 
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= This Eternall life is, à full fruition 
* *xdokn. 3.2. of God all glorious, * ſeeing him as he 
1 is, and en ght ight for eue rmote. 
When Saran ſayd, Lee jhalbe as e/Elobim, 
(Gen. 3.) he fool? as did (aphas,a truth _ 
againſthis purpoſe & vnderſtanding. 
157 God, that called Light out of 
Darkneſſe,! hath out of Peach fetched 
Life: yea, ſuch a Life, as whereby euery 
of the 8 halbe as God, though not 
God, by God his beeing ſo all in all.

This prouided for the 
Diuell and his Angels, and all misbe- 
leiuers: as the former prouided for true

FSaaducia, who admitted no other 
Scripture for Canonicall, ſauing the 
writinges of Moſes; hee by e Hoſes 
anſwereth them, as being ſufficient for 
proouing any Article of Fayth, which 
had in after times been taught by the 
Prophets, Himſelfe, or his Apoſtles; 
ſeeing Himſelte came but to fulfill the 
Law (which cauſed Iſaiah to bid his

one is conſumed of another t Manaſſer 
eating vp Ephraim, and Ephraim Ma- 

naſfes; and both againſt [udah. The 
Lord redreſſe it, and giue vs grace to 
doall chinges in lone. «Amen.
